FRANCE AND SPAIN 
WEARY TARIFF WAR

MADRID, Dec. 27.-—-The Tariff war 
between Spain and France is occu- 
pying the attention of commercial 
men here, as it is cauelng considerable 
prejudi@e to trade, not only to that of 
the two countries concerned, but also

Portland, Ore., Dec. 27—(Canadian Press.) Morris Bros., 
bond brokers, with headquarters here and branches in San Fran- 
cisco, Seattle and Tacoma, did not open their Portland offics 
for business today. W. A. Johnston, attorney for the firm, 
said the house would be closed ‘‘pending completion of an 
audit,’’ which has been in progress for two days, 

The firm of Morris Brothers is one of the largest bond 
houses operating on the Pacific Coast. It was established more 
than 25 years ago. The house has specialized in municipal 
bonds, and a large recent oneration in this line was the adver- 
tised purchase of bonds of Edmpnton, Canada, to the amount of 
$1,165.000. These bonds have been marketed extensively 
throughout the North-West among American investors. 

Pending delivery of the bonds by the city of Edmonton, 
interim certificates were given to purchasers. When an offi- 
cial from Edmonton arrived here to deliver the bonds last 
week, according to Morris and the clearing house, it was found 
that not enough funds were in Morris Bros.’ treasury to pay for

An Unwarned Post. 


Premier Rhallis of Greece has 
decided to keep the office, not so 
much because he wants it as be- 
cause nobody else wants it who 
would carry of. Constantine is 
personally popular with the 
Greeks, but his foreign policy 
spells the collapse of the prospect 
of a Greék Empire. Rhallis would 
probably rather not be among 
those who can be blamed when the 


crash comes. 


An Eclipse. 

London despatches say that no 
additions are likely to be made in 
the list of New Year’s honors to 
the membership of the Order of 
the British Empire, It will not 
be strange if there are no further 
additions for a long time. Mem- 
bership in that new branch of 
knighthood suffered a shocking 
loss of prestige when some wag 
termed it the Order of the Boiled 
Egg: Since then those upon whom 
the honor of membership has been 
bestowed have not been anxious 
to advertise the fact, and aspirants 
to the aristrocratic circle are prob- 
ably more anxious to get in by 
some other door. 


Hoffman Versus Senior. 

General Hoffman, chief of the 
German staff on the east front 
during the war, has given out an 
interview on the Russian situation 
that is deserving of attention, 
though it comes from a quarter 
not above a suspicion of ulterior 
motives. 

For one thing, he declares 
frankly that he was the agent of 
the Imperial German Government 
in sending Lenin to Russia and 
directing the propaganda cam- 
paign against the forces of the 
Czar, There is no apparent reason 
why the general should want to 
claim credit for an action that has 
had such terrible consequences ex- 
cept for the purpose of establish- 
ing that he knows what he is talk- 
ing about; still less reason why he 
should for any less cause arraign 
the late Kaiser, whom he served 
with fidelity. as responsible for 
loosing such a scourge upon the 
world. 

The argument of the General is 
that the German authorities did 
not forsee how much inflammable 
material was lying loose all over 
Europa when they set the confla- 
gation in Russia; and that as Bol- 
shevism has now grown to the 
proportions of a real and imminent 
world menace the general peace 
can only be secured by interna- 
tional military intervention to 

* overthrow the Soviet regime, That 
he is right as to the danger there 
cannot be any doubt, whatever is 
thought of the means he proposes 
to avert. That Lenin is out to 
upset ordered Govergiment every- 
where is his boast, and he is carry- 
ing on both propaganda and mili- 
tary activity in a way strictly in 
keeping: 

The obvious retort will be that 
the General is alarmed lest his own 
country be invaded by the revo- 
Intionary spirit he set going in 
Russia, and that if there is to be 
any intervention Germany should 
be allowed to do it and to stand 
the cost in blood and money. No 
doubt if Germany could be trusted 
to do the job it would be in accord 
with the fitness of things that the 
cost should fall upon the nation 
which fathered the menace. But 
that is precisely the stickler. It 
is likely enough that Germany 
would be willing to intervene in 
Russia and overthrow Lenine, 


After | 
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to carve out an empire for him- | 


self, but to prepare the way for 
the easy, establishment of German 
authority over so much of that 
vast country as may be desirable 
and practicable, He has done that 
by wiping out the anti-bolshevik 
fofces and reducing the country to 
helplessness. The Soviet is the 
only remaining power in Russia 


25¢! capable of offering resistance to a 


forcign conqueror. It is quite be- 


to} lievable that the German military 


party is prepared to strike down 
Lenin; and to make itself master 
of Russia in his place. 

It would perhaps suit Berlin's 
plans even better if the Allies 
would share the fighting, and hav- 
ing overthrown Lenine retire from 
Russia and leave Germany to col- 
lect the spoils and come into the 


easy inheritance thus prepared 
for it. ine 
Intervention in Russia 1s not 


very probable, from the preseut 
outlook. But if there is to be any 
intervention it had better be done 
by the Allies, and not by Ger- 
many; and once in Russia the Al- 
lies should not withdraw until the 
country is again in position to 
keep Germany out. As between 
‘the two, Russia under Lenin is 
a lesser menace than Russia under 
General Hoffman and his military 
friends would be. 


Entertaining Murderers. 


Inmates of the death house at 
Sing Sing prison were treated to a 
moving picture display on Christ- 
mas, the current that is to sniff out 
their lives being used to operate 
the machinery. Perhaps that sort 

| of thing is humane as regards the 
‘doomed criminals. It certainly is 
‘not humane as regards the victims- 
|to-be of prospective criminals. 
There is nothing in it to warn 
would-be murderers away from 
their fiendish purpose. Rather the 
contrary. The more pleasant 
things are made for the condemn- 
ed murderer, the more murders are 
likely to be committed. 


An Eventful Holiday. 


The Christmas week-end was 
certainly an eventful time in Ed- 
monton, <A policeman shot while 
on duty, the death of one of our 
oldest residents, a fire in the 
heart of the business district, the 
finding of the body of a resident 
under the bed in his home, with 
the to-be-expected number of 
automobile smash-ups, provided a 
program of local bad news more 
than usually long. 

It serves also to remind that for 
a good many people a public 
‘tholiday’’ is rather a delusion. 
The policemen, the firemen, and 
many other classes of citizens havo 
to be on duty while the general 
public take a rest; to say nothing 
of the ‘news-gatherers, whose 
duties never end. Christmas is not 
a ‘‘lay-off’’ for those who serve 
the community in these capacities. 
For them it is frequently a day of 
more wearing toil than the normal 
work day. 


The Famine in China. 

Appeals are being made to Ed- 
monton people, as .no doubt to 
people in all parts of the civilized 
world, for funds with which to re- 
lieve the distress in the famine- 
stricken section of China, It is said 
that in the provinces affected rain 
has not fallen for a year and a 
half, two successive crop failures 
have resulted, and forty million 
people are starving. That the ap- 
peals on their behalf, here and else- 
where, will meet a ready and liber- 
al response is to be expected, par- 
ticularly at the time when people 
are thinking of giving rather than 


of getting. 
Fortunately China is a large and 
populous country. While the 


famine-sufferers are five times! 


more than the whole population of 
Canada, and nearly as many as the 
residents of the British Isles, they 


represent only a fairly large frac- | 


tion of the inhabitants of the great 
Oriental republic. The population 
of the Chinese Empire is estimated 
at five hundred millions. On that 
basis the famine victims are about 
one-twelfth of the whole. The pro- 
blem confronting China is there- 
fore relatively the same as that 
which would confront our own 
| national Government if six hun- 
dred thousand out of our eight mil- 
ion people were impoverished by a 
succession of complete crop fail- 
ures. A further favoring fact is 
that while China during the war 
received war prices for its pro- 
duct it bore comparatively little 
of the cost, and the aggregate 
wealth of the country must have 


been vastly augmented by the 
struggle in Europe. 
Tremendous as is the task of 


providing food for the forty mil- 
lions of famine-sufferers it is not 
in these circumstances impossible.

FINANCIAL RELATIONS OF , 
THE EAST AND THE WEST 


Capital Will Be Needed For Development of Prairie Resources— 
For a Better Understanding 


By J. COURT

The demands of Western Canada 
for capital during the next few years 
wil) be tremendous and already far- 
sighted optimists are surveying the 
‘possible sources in order that it may 
\be secured most advantageously and 
jmost economically. In addition to 
‘the necessity for rehabilitating West- 
jern agriculturists who have lost con- 
\duce prices and who should now con- 
s'der greater efficiency in production 
and marketing there are astounding 
resources which will be developed as 
capital accumulates and population 
increases. It is not necessary to re- 
iterate the potentialities of the West 
but when it is realized that there are 
128,000,000 acres of land ‘waiting cul- 
tivation, tremendous coal deposits, 
and mining opportunities, ‘wonderful 
sources of clay and chemicals, as 
well as possibilities for the develop- 
ment of iumbering ana of] claims the 
magnitude of the future demands for 
capital will be recognized. 

Even at the regent time Western 
{business men and financiers are alive 
jto the need for funds and the estab- 
lishment of rural credit societies, 
\tarm loan hoards, provincial savings 
banks and kindred institutions is an 
indication of tthe impatient attitude 
and imperative demande. The value 
of such organizations in such a time 
of acute capital stringency if care- 
fully planned and efficiently adminis- 
tered during the ‘period. of stress, can- 
not be overestimated, but there is also 
a need for a keen realization of the 
| problems that must be faced. 

Without commenting upon the 
jeventual effect of this development 
jupon ordinary sources of capital, 
ja few words upon the principles that 
| must undesiie the probable expansion 
jare desirable. The rapid growth of 
|Western ‘Canada from 1910 omwards 
jwas a folly from one point of view, 
,and when the “boom developed into 
ja ‘boomerang’ tthe dangers of the 
junwise inflation of land values con- 
jsequent to an unwarranted expansion 
of credit became apparent. Western- 
ers have been paying the ifiddler ever 


since for his captivating tune ir. 
those glorious daye of ‘‘Get-rich- 
quick-Wallingfords’ nq “Down-in- 


\che-mouth-Otherfords,” and it is sin- 
cerely hoped fy those who believe 
that the West has a magnificent heri- 
tage that the lessons have (been well 
learned. Anything that is ‘written 
here is not to ibe construed as an at- 
‘tempt to indicate that the West ‘6 
be‘ng unsoundly financed at the pres- 
ent time or that the days ahead are 
to be halcyon times of illusory glory. 


As to Government Aid 


Nevertheless the Westerner 1s per- 
haps more suapectible to the seduct- 
ive words of those who laud govern- 
ment ownersh'p and control of varl- 
ous social enterprises than the Easc- 
erner Who has been nurtured long in 
an atmosphere where ‘private enter: 
prise and initiative have been re- 
sponsible for a relatively large part 
of the development. Consequentiy I‘ 
is not unnatural that there should he 
a demand for public interference and 
assistance in various fielie that might 
be considered the domain of individ: 
ual enterprise, This attitude has 
‘been reflected in the attitude toward 
jcorporate banking and mortgage 
companies ibecause of their alleged 
restrictions upon the government sup- 
jply of capital, and in the demands 
for the institution of government 
agencies for the dispensing of neces 
sary funds. 

This attitude will only be corrected 
when (‘the reasonable limits to the 
safe expansion of credit and the 
sourd extension of capital are recog- 
,nized and when the greatest possible 
‘service consistent twith these princl- 
|ples, is rendered, for pre-eminently in 
jsuch a field as banking social sery- 
ice must ‘be the criterion by mhich 
such other private enterprises will be 
judged. Despite the complaints the 
|banks and other private reservoirs of 
jcapital have an opportunity in the fu- 
ture for splendid service and a pol- 
icy of education will soften some of 
the harsh words When the story of 
what has already been done is told.

Sir Charles Macara Sees Need for 
Better Relations Capital and 
Labor 


London, Dec, 26—Sir Charles Ma- 
cara, former president of the Inter- 
national Cotton Federation and of the 
English Federation of Master Coton 
Spinners’ Associations, is of the opin- 
ion that the world is “faced with dis 
aster unless means be devised 
througout the world to bring about 
more whole-hearted co-operation be- 
tween employers and workers, with 
a view to reducing governmenta! and 
nationai extravagance and bringing 
down the cost of production by united 
effort.” 

At present, Sir Charles ses no pros- 
pect of a real reduction in the cost 
of living and ho thinks that the 
United Kingdom is today in as criti- 
jeal a pos:tion as at the outbreak of 
the war largely duc, he says, to the 
curtailment of credit by banks, at 
the bidd:ng of the government, 

“People are encouraged to believe 
that a slump in prices is due imme- 
diately,” said Sir Charles to the cor- 
respandent, “but an artificially crea- 
ted elump would be nothing leas than 
a disaster, Lo wprices are an illusion 
@o long as the world lacks goods and 
tae cost of production remains on the 


present scale,
